Holley Files Bill To. 


Vote On Courthouse 


Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley of Elba, left, is shown 
pre-filing a bill to allow the 
people of Coffee County to 
vote yes or no on building 
one new courthouse in New 
Brockton and closing the two 
existing buildings in Elba and 
Enterprise. 

Accepting the bill and 
designating it House Bill 29. 
is Clerk of the House John 
W. Pemberton. 

If the bill is passed in 
both the House and the Senate, 


it will be voted on by the peo- 
ple as prescribed by law and 
will only become law if a 
majority of those voting 
aprove it. 


Holley has said previous- 
ly that something must be 
done about the Coffee Coun-’ 
ty courthouse situation and he 
feels that this is what most 
of the people want. He said 
however that if this fails, we 
will be willing to listen to 
some other solution. 


Telephone Tax To Drop 


Telephone customers will 
note a:tax change intheir mon- 
thly bills beginning January 
1, The change is the fifth 
step of ten in phasing out the 
telephone service excise tax 
which was enacted during World 
War Il as a “temporary” mea- 
sure, according to General Tel- 
ephone Comapay. 

Beginning with the Janaury 


{|} statements, the excise tax on 


local and toll calls will be five 
percent from the previous year. 
Each year until December 


1982, the excise tax will drop 
one percent. After that date, 
the tax will become history, 
according to the present laws, 

The phase-out program is 
past of the Federal Excise, 
Estate and Gift Tax Adjustment 
Act of 1970. 

T. R. Rorie, Manager of 
General's Ozark district, said 
that under the tax revision, all 
Statements received by cus~ 
tomers after January | will 
reflect the five percent rate 
instead of six percent. 


A problem of furnishing sew- 
age lines to a new home on 
North Smith Avenue was dis- 
cussed at length. A new home 
is being constructed inthe area 
and the health department had 
refused use of a septic tank, 
because sewage lines were a- 
vailable. However Mayor Fol- 
som reported to the council that 
the sewage line inthe area was 
a “dead line” and it was im- 
possible to hook to an existing 
line without crossing the high- 
way. He said the State High- 
way Department would not ap- 
prove cutting the highway and 
it would cost over $2000 to cut 
under the road. Several coun- 
cilmen noted that in a simi- 
lar case the council refused 
to spend the money. Council- 
man Cleo Hawkins was appoint- 
ed to check into the matter fur- 
ther and report back to the 
council. 

The council heard a re- 
quest to purchase add@itional fire 
hose and approved the purchase 
of 500 feet of 2 1/2” hose at 
a cost of about $1.98, accord- 
ing to Mayor Folsom. 

Approval to pay Elba’s share 
of the South Central Mental 
Health Budget, as available, was 
approved. The council voted 
to place the two hour parking 
signs on side streets (in front 
of businesses) as well as the 
existing signs around the 
square. 

Again the héalth insurance 
of the city employees was dis- 
cussed at length. The dis- 
cussion ended with the council 
approving the use of the Lib- 
erty National Insurance until 
a better plan was offered. 

The council discussed the 
installation of a sewer line to 
the new National Guard Armory. 
The new armory is nearing 
completion and the city had 
pledged to furnish utilities to 
the facility on the Airport Road.

The coun- 
cil finally approved the contin- 
ued cutting to comply with Fed- 
eral Aviation requirements and 
clear an area for trash dump- 
ing.

Forest Trees 
Available To 
Landowners 


The Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission has announced the a- 
vailability of several varieties 
of forest nursery stock for the 
current planting season. 

Ed Hyde, Supervisor of the 
Commission's Nursery Section 
said Slash Pine, Loblolly Pine, 
and Virginia Pine are avail- 
able at both the Miller Nursery 
near Autaugaville and the Jake 
Stauffer Nursery near Opelika. 

He also listed Sweetgum 
as being available at the Stauf- 
fer and Hauss Nurseries. Hauss 
is located near Atmore. 

The Miller Nursery also has 
quantities of Catalpa; Flowering 
Dogwood, and improved stock 
Shortleaf. 

The Stauffer Nursery, meah- 
while, has an ample supply of 
Sycamore. 

Hyde explained that the for- 
est tree seedlings are packed 
in bundles of 500 and may be 
obtained at a minimum of 500 
seedlings per order. He said 
all pine species are priced at 
$8.50 per thousand. Hardwoods 
are $16.00 per thousand.

Cold Weather Strains 


Southeast Alabama did not 
enjoy a White Christmas this 
year (the last Christmas snow- 
fall was in 1964), but all resi- 
dents agree -- it has been a 
cold winter, and winter is just 
beginning. 

According to the scientists, 
December 21 was the first day 
of winter. 

October and November were 
exceptionally cold. The South- 
east Alabama Gas District re- 
ports that October, 1976, was 
the coldest October in the 
District’s 21-year history. 

The Gas District, whose 
operations require a_ close 
watch on current weather, and 
constant comparison with the 
weather of previous years, 
says that November was also a 
record-breaker. 

Despite a few days’ break 
in the unseasonable chill, Dec- 
ember has been far colder than 
usual, according to Gas Dis- 
trict records. Since national 
weather forecasters have pre- 
dicted a long, cold winter still 
to come, Southeast Alabamians 
can look forward to many more 
chilly days, and nights when 
the thermometer hangs in the 
low twenties and below. 

One unhappy consequence, 
the Gas District says, is un- 
usually high fuel bills. 
“Whether a home is heated 
with natural gas, electricity, 
fuel oil or pine knots,’’ says 
R. J. Smith, Gas District Man-

ager, ‘‘the home owner can 
expect to pay far more for 
heating this season than he has 
in many years.”’ 

Record cold during the cur- 
rent heating season follows a 
series of increases in the 
cost of all heating fuels. ‘‘El- 
ectricity, fuel oi] and natural 
gas are all substantially higher 
than they were a few years 
ago,’’ Smith says. 

He adds, ‘‘‘I’m not sure 
about pine knots, but I expect 
they’ve gone up, too.’’ 

Home owners can control 
heating costs to a gratifying 
extent by making sure their 
homes are tight and well-in- 
Sulated, Smith points out, and 
by conscientiously working to 
conserve fuel.

Monday night, along with Sher- 
iff’s deputies and the Elba.Res- 
cue Squad. Coroner Marvin 
Mcllwain _ investigated the 
shooting death, along with the 
local police, sheriff department 
and the Enterprise Crime Lab. 

Sheriff Neil Grantham said 
that while they were still in- 
vestigating the shooting, he is 
well pleased with the profes- 
sional manner Elba police 
and his deprties secured the 
scene and preserved the evi- 
dence until the investigation 
was completed at the scene. 
Grantham said this type co- 
operation was absolutely neces- 
sary for successful law en- 
forcement. 

Grantham noted that Elba 
‘police officer Frank Thomas 
stayed with the accused from 
the time he arrived at the 
scene, throughout the investi- 
gation, through the placing 
White in jail. He commended 
Chief M. W. Johnston and the 
City of Elba for retaining such 
high caliber law enforcement 
officers. 

White told law officers that 
the shooting was accidental. 
Sheriff Grantham said that a 
special Grand Jury would be 
convened on January 5th to 
hear evidence in this case 
and several others.

ally it will be difficult to 
follow your established sche- 
dule. You may have inter- 
ruptions, or the children may 
need your attention.

3. Be willing to sacrifice. 
A few moments with the Lord 
are far more valuable than 
equal time spent onthe phone, 
reading a magazine, or watch- 
ing TV. Be willing to forgo 
those diversions so that you 
can obtain your spiritual nour- 
ishment. All things of value 
require some degree of self- 
sacrifice, so don’t be ‘‘near- 
sighted’’ in meeting the needs 
of your soul. 


4. Don’t become discour- 
aged. Some Christians are 
so conscience-stricken if they 
miss their devotions for a few 
days that they say, ‘‘What’s 
the use? I might as well 
give up!’’

Get The Facts 
On Alcoholism 


By: JEAN SHEARER 


“IF HE LOVED ME ANDTHE 
CHILDREN, HE WOULDN'T 
DRINK LIKE HE DOES.” This 
is one of the most frequent 
complaints we hear in our 
office from wives of alcoho- 
lics. It is also one of the 
most frequent approaches that 
wives use with their drinking 
husbands. These wives have 
told their husbands this same 
thing time and time again. 

What a wife is doing 
when she uses the emotional 
appeal, “IF YOU LOVED ME,” 
is trying another of those 
“home treatment” methods. 
This one is as useless as the 
others we have mentioned in 
earlier articles. Remember 


the alcoholic’s drinking is ° 


compulsive; it cannot be con- 
trolled through willpower. No 
matter how much your hus- 
band ,loves you, if he is al- 
coholic, he will not be able 
to stop ‘drinking. 

For the same reason it 
is equally USELESS TO TRY 
TO EXTRACT PROMISES from 
the alcoholic. When you have 
him pinned and wriggling to 
the wall, any alcoholic hus- 
band will promise never to 
drink again, to drink only on 
weekends, to come straight 
‘home from work, etc. He 
has the best of intentions when 
he makes the promise, and 
he may be able to keep it-- 
for a while. 

But inevitably the day 
will come when he again 
drinks too much and breaks 
the promise. He breaks his 
promise not because he takes 
it lightly and doesn’t care. 
He breaks it because he is 
addicted to alcohol; he drinks 
the way he does because he 
can't not drink that way. 

Still another method of 
the “home treatment” variety 
is the threat. Above all 
things, DO NOT THREATEN 
YOUR ALCOHOLIC HUSBAND 
UNLESS YOU INTEND TO 
CARRY IT OUT. Most hus- 
bands have been threatened 
with everything from commit- 
ment to the insane asylum to 
divorce. 

There may be times when 
you will have to take certain 
action for your own and your 
children’s protection, but idle 
threats only make your hus- 
band feel you don’t mean what 
you say. After hearing for 
the 5,000th time that you're 
leaving, taking the children and 
going home to Mama, it’s no 
wonder that he pays little at- 
tention to what you Say, 

If you do need to carry 
out a threat, be sure that 
you think it through carefu\- 
ly and understand as fully as 
possible the impiication in it 
for yourself as well as your 
husband So often what you 
intended to punish or shock 
him only serves to hurt you. 

Remember that any of 
these three “home treatment” 
methods--(1) the “IF YOU 
LOVED ME” APPEAL, (2) the 
“PROMISE ME YOU WON'T 
DO IT AGAIN” APPROACH, 
and (3) the THREAT WHICH 
YOU DO NOT INTEND TO 
CARRY OUT--will at best 
only serve to relieve your 
own feelings temporarily. They 
will usually drive your hus- 
band farther away from get- 
ting the treatment he really 
needs.

POINSETTIA 


The poinsettia is one of the 
most popular Christmas holi- 
day plants to both give and re- 
ceive. Iam enjoying mine and 
want to share with you tips on 
how to keep it looking good. 

Let’s remember that a poin- 
settia is a tropical plant and 
should be kept at around 70 
degrees during the day and no 
lower than 60 degrees at night. 
Also, keep the plants out of a 
draft and away from doors that 
open to outside. 

How much and how often to 
water a poinsettia varies from 
one location to another, depen- 
ding on temperature and light. 
When watering, put enough wa- 
ter in the pot so that water 
will run out of the bottom. 
But, make sure there’s plenty 
of drainage. And put the plant 
where it will get plenty of light.

If your guests have left 
bad lipstick smears on your best 
linen napkins, don’t despair.
